But 
when I said, “Omaha Nebraska,’ 
the whole meeting went silent. 
My girlfriend dumped me and 
my friends avoided me, but my 
parents were really supportive. 
They said if I didn’t write home, 
they would tell the ward and all 
the relatives that I was in Bul- 
garia.” 

Many people ask 
themselves,”who sinned, this 
missionary or his parents, that 
he got such a boring mission 
call?” Lisa Mellon-Winchester, 
a freshman from Scottsdale, 
Ariz., says, “I wanted to send 
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ties besides life insurance, like 
secretarial work or dental assist- 
ing.” 

The disappointment can 
be the hardest part for many 
students called to US missions. 
Nephi Romney, who will enter 
the MTC on Jan. 20, says, “I was 
told in my patriarchal blessing 
that I would be bringing the gos- 
pel to people thirsting for it in a 
land where communism had re- 
cently departed. But after three 
years of studying Albanian, I

opened the envelope and found 
I had been called to the Little 
Rock Arkansas mission.” 
Many missionaries are 
troubled by the stigma attached 
to serving in missions usually 
thought of as “dumping 
grounds” for missionaries with 
weak testimonies, chemical ad- 
dictions, or felony records. In a 
recent survey of BYU students, 
57% responded that they would 
still love a friend if he didn’t go 
foreign. Over half, however, said 
it would be a justifiable reason 
for cancelling an engagement. 
The first chairman of 
SCHISM is Steven L. 
Christensen, a senior majoring 
in international law and finance. 
“If I hadn’t been the mission 
finance secretary in Japan, I 
would never have made the busi- 
ness contacts I now have,” he 
says. “Right now I’m almost 
ready to start a le- 
veraged buyout of 
Honda, and I could 
never have done it 
if I had stayed in the 
US. I feel really 
sorry for all those 
poor schmucks— 
they really don’t 
have much purpose. 
I just want to help 
them in whatever way I can.” 
According to 
Christensen, the first meeting 
will be entitled “Forgetting All 
About It and Moving On,” where 
the discussion will focus on see- 
ing the positive aspects of a US 
mission. Other discussions will 
include “Finding A Career With 
NuSkin,” “Temple Marriage: Do 
I Still Deserve It?” “Faking A

Elderly show greater risk of death 


WASHINGTON — A recent study released Wednesday found 
a strong relationship between growing old and dying. 

The study, commissioned by the U.S. Department of Studies, 
found that people who live to be 90 years old are very likely to die 
within ten years. 

“What we have here is a situation where people are getting 
old, then dying,” said Randall Rockafeller, janitor at the Associated 
Press. 

The study recommends that citizens not live to be 90, because 
you’re more likely to die when you re that old. 


Builder’s museum a hazard to children 


LANSING, MI—A hands-on museum for children was shut 
down last weekend by Michigan health officials. 

The museum, built by the Home Builders Association of 
America, was designed to give kids an opportunity to “build” a 
house with some of the real materials that big people use. 

The exhibits were deemed unsafe by the Coalition for Child 
Safety. “Children were mistaking much of the construction mate- 
rial for food,” explained Coalition Chairperson Diane Maternelle. 

Many parents were relieved to hear the news of the closure. 
“My little boy was nibbling on the fiberglass insulation, thinking it 
was cotton candy,” said one mother. “Then, when we got home, I 
caught him brushing his teeth with caulking.” 

No serious injuries were reported except for a 3-year-old who 
mistook a nail gun for a Pez dispenser.

Food Service J 
representative 
Larry Macintosh, a 57 year old 
father of five from Orem, Utah 
who has one son on a mission to 
Japan and a daughter who is 
engaged, and who majored in 
Physics of Lard at the University 
of Butte, said “Many apples are 
sprayed with harmful chemicals 
and retain some of dangerous 
toxins when we receive them.
